Collapse of three floors of the flve- 
tto ry brick building impeded the hunt 
for bodies. 
There were 75 registered guests at 
the hotel, the largest and one of the 
oldest in Lynn, several on the lower 
floors escaped with little difficulty, but 
those on the floors above,

The blaze, which laged for three 
hours, was controlled only after aid

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University of Minnesota in a Quandary 


The University of Minnesota is in u quandary. It requires 
more money than previounly appropriated by th<* legislature. At­ 
tendance of students is increasing, there is a need for more 
teachers, better pay for the teaching .stair incomes necessary, 
needs for the biennium 1981-38 are increasing. 
The announcement by Senator A. J, Rock ne, chairman of the 
senate finance committee, made to the regents, is that stat** taxes 
must be reduced and appropriations “cut to the marrow” because 
of the business depression. He suggests an appropriation of $fi,- 
000,000 for the next two years compared with $<4,450,000 for the 
two-year period just ended. 
Two years ago the University presented a careful analysis of 
its needs and asked for $3,630,062 for maintenance and supjMirt, 
and $300,000 for buildings and land. The Iota! of these two sums 
exeeeed by $70,000 the amount which the legislature appropriated 
for the preceding year. The legislature appropriated $3,225,000 
tor maintenance- and support, and $300,000 a year for a*period 
of ten years for buildings and the purchase of land. 
With regard to the instructional and research needs of th** 
University, they are no less today than they were two years ago; 
indeed, they are more acute owing to increasing registration. 
The same arguments that were advanced two years ago for 
the University’s appropriation prevail today; increase of regis­ 
tration; competition with other Institutions Of learning; desira­ 
bility of increasing the permanency of the staff; growing com­ 
plexity of the social order and its consequent demands upon higher 
institutions of learning; importance and need of many new types 
of research; continued decrease* of relative proportion of state’, 
share in maintaining university and corresponding increase in 
burden imposed upon students to maintain university. 
It should he remembered that tho State of Minnesota has 
adopted the policy of establishing and maintaining a number of 
Schools of Agriculture as a part of the University of Minnesota. 
The appropriations for these schools are included in the univer­ 
sity’s total, lf one. therefore, desired to make a proper compari­ 
son of the amount of money available to the I niversity of Minne­ 
sota with that appropriated for neighboring schools of learning, 
it would he necessary for him to deduct the amount appropriated 
to the Schools of Agriculture. 
There is a public demand for new services. If the university 
is to keep progressively in touch with advancing civilization, ii 
must respond to some of these pressures, indeed, it should assume 
leadership. 
Student t nrollment in 1917-13 was 12,113. In 1921-22 it was 
17,573. In 1925-25 it grew to 23,513 and in 1929-30 reached a to­ 
tal of 29,033. 
State appropriations of $3,462»080 were made in 1922-2) 
when the student enrollment was 11,810. In 1930-31 the appro­ 
priations of $3,551,000 were faced by an estimated student a t­ 
tendance of 17,377. 
One thing is certain. If the I niversity of Minnesota cannot 
be financed according to its needs, the time will come when the 
student attendance will have to he cut and limited. Tuition fees 
may he raised. This in turn will affect the fathers and mothers 
of all students. Fathers and mothers are financing or in large 
part assisting to pay the way of their children through the uni­ 
versity.

Uuivcrmfi) of Minnesota in a Quandary 


THE University of Minnesota is in a quandary, it requires 
more money than previously appropriated by the legislature. At­ 
tendance of students is increasing, there is a need for more 
teachers, better pay for the teaching staff becomes necessary 
needs for the biennium 1931-33 are increasing. 
The announcement by Senator A. J. Roekne, chairman of the 
.senate finance committee, made to the regents, is that state taxes 
must be reduced and appropriations “cut to the marrow” because 
of the business depression. He suggests an appropriation of $6,- 
000,000 for the next two years compared with $6,450,000 for the 
two-year period just ended. 
Two years ago the University presented a careful analysis of 
its needs and asked for $3,580,062 for maintenance and support, 
and $300,000 for buildings and land. The total of these two sums 
exceeed by $70,000 the amount which the legislature appropriate! 
for the preceding year. The legislature appropriated $3,225,000 
for maintenance and support, and $300,000 a year for a< period 
of ten years for buildings and the purchase of land. 
With regard to the instructional and research needs of the 
University, they are no less today than they were two years ago; 
indeed, they are more acute owing to increasing registration. 
The same arguments that were advanced two years ago for 
the University’s appropriation prevail today; increase of regis­ 
tration; competition with other institutions of learning; desira­ 
bility of increasing the permanency of the staff; growing com­ 
plexity of the social order and its consequent demands upon higher 
institutions of learning; importance and need of many new types 
of research; continued decrease of relative proportion of state’s 
share in maintaining university and corresponding increase in 
burden imposed upon students to maintain university. 
It should be remembered that the State of Minnesota has 
adopted the policy of establishing and maintaining a number of 
Schools of Agriculture as a part of the University of Minnesota. 
The appropriations for these schools are included in the univer­ 
sity’s total. If one, therefore, desired to make a proper compari­ 
son of the amount of money available to the University of Minne­ 
sota with that appropriated for neighboring schools of learning, 
it would be necessary for him to deduct the amount appropriated 
to the Schools of Agriculture. 
There is a public demand for new services, lf the university 
is to keep progressively in touch with advancing civilization, it 
must respond to some of these pressures, indeed, it should assume 
leadership. 
Student enrollment in 1917-18 was 12,113. In 1921-22 it was 
17,573. In 1925-26 it grew to 23,618 and in 1929-30 reached a to­ 
tal of 29,033. 
State appropriations of $3,462,030 were made iii 1922-23 
when the student enrollment was 11,810. Iii 1930-31 the appro­ 
priations of $3,651,000 were faced by un estimated student at­ 
tendance of 17,377. 
One thing is certain. If the University of Minnesota cannot 
be financed according to its needs, the time will come when the 
student attendance will have to be cut and limited. Tuition fees 
may be raised. This in turn will allect the fathers and mothers 
of all students. Fathers and mothers are financing or in large 
part assisting to pay the way of their children through the uni­ 
versity.
